Claims 1-26 are pending 

Applicant's election of claims Group I, 1-11 in the reply filed on 04-14-2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 12-26 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 04-14-2005 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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Claims 1-7 are unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) over Brytus (US patent 4,751,278) 

Brytus discloses a cyclic aliphatic polyamine (an isophoronediamine, =1,3,3-trimethyl-1- 
aminomethyl-5-aminocyclohexane ). Since Applicants have claimed a product by way of 
a -product by process claim, the Examiner did not give any patentable weight to the 
process step. 

(See column 2, lines 34-36).
